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THE  BEST  INVESTMENT 


Farther  reaching  in  its  influence  than  the 
use  of  atomic  energy  will  he  the  discovery  by 
the  average  man  that  investments  in  the  main- 
tenance of  health  and  the  prevention  of  dis- 
ease yield  the  greatest  return  in  money  and 
happiness. 

If  we  may  "believe  that  people,  given  the 
facts,  will  act  rationally,  colleges  and  uni- 
versities have  a  rare  chance  to  hasten  this 
discovery  and  to  make  a  great  contribution  to 
national  physical  fitness,  clear  thinking,  end 
moral  soundness  through  a  broad  health  educa- 
tion which  will  prepare  men  and  women  to  live 
best  to  sorve  most. 


TO  THE  PRESIDENT  OP  THE  UNIVERSITY 
SIR: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual 
Report  of  the  activities  of  the  University  Health  Service  covering  the 
period  of  July  1,  19^,  to  June  30,  19^5. 

The  year  has  been  a  most  active  one  for  the  Health  Service. 
The  demands  upon  it  have  far  exceeded  its  ability  to  meet  them  "because 
of  inability  to  fill  vacancies  on  its  Medicpl  Staff.   In  an  attempt  to 
procure  suitable  personnel,  all  the  Deans  of  Class  A  Medical  Schools, 
seven  Medical  Placement  Bureaus,  the  Employment  Secretary  of  the  Ameri- 
can Student  Health  Association,  the  Federal  Medical  Procurement  Board, 
the  State  Medical  Procurement  Officer  and  numerous  physicians  advertis- 
ing in  professional  magazines  have  been  contacted.   The  quest  continues. 

The  Health  Service  is  seriously  handicapped  because  its  medi- 
cal personnel  has  been  reduced  to  50$  of  its  normal  strength.  Nothing  is 
so  needed  by  it  as  the  filling  of  vacancies  on  its  staff  with  promising, 
well-trained  physicians  between  30  and  *+5  years  of  age  to  make  it  both 
proficient  and  progressive.  With  the  present  shortage  of  doctors,  good 
office  facilities,  a  thoroughly  modern  health  -program,  and  pleasant  liv- 
ing conditions,  in  addition  to  the  prevailing  stipend,  are  essential  in- 
ducements to  attract  them. 

A  much  reduced  number  of  army  trainees  have  received  medical 
care  during  the  year.  They  nade  a  total  of  8,053  visits  to  the  Health  Ser- 
vice Station  on  sick  calls,  for  immunization  and  regular  monthly  inspec- 
tions. In  accordance  with  army  requirements,  a  physician  was  on  call  2^ 
hours  a  day.   Sick  calls  were  given  on  Sundays  and  23  visits  were  made  to 
trainees  ill  in  quarters.   Service  to  the  Army  is  summarized  in  Table  1.

Civilian  students  made  2kt],kk   visits  to  the  Health  Service,  employees 

1,529,  and  others,  400,  making  a  grand  total  of  3^*3^9  calls  for  the  year. 

Complete  physical  examinations  were  given  to  ^,910  students;  2,303  of  whom 

were  men  and  2,607  women;  55  University  High  School  Students;  189  Civil 

Service  Employees,  and  375  for  the  Retirement  System. 

SERVICES 
Medical  Examinations 

I.  *T  University  Students 

There  were  7t3^^  students  enrolled  in  the  University  at  Champaign- 
Urbana  during  the  academic  year  iSkk-k^.     All  "but  a  very  few  of  these  called 
at  the  Health  Service  Station  one  or  more  times  during  the  year  for  a  total 
of  2U,3^  visits,  or  an  average  of  3-33  calls  per  student.  The  average  call 
rate  for  women  was  2.92;  for  men  U.96;  and  for  upper-classraen,  6.02;  for 
freshmen,  7-33-  A  total  of  H,910  calls  were  made  "by  students  because  of  the 
required  physical  examination. 

II.  University  High  School  Students 

A  total  of  55  pupils  seeking  admission  to  the  University  High 
School  were  examined.   Of  these  29  were  boys  and  26  were  girls. 

III.  Retirement   System 

A  total  of  375  academic  and  $on-academic  personnol  were  given 
modical  examinations  upon  entering  the  University  Retirement  System  of 
Illinois. 
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IV.  Employees 

Because  of  the  labor  turn-over  associated  with  war,,  the 
numbers  of  workers  incidental  to  servicing  the  Union  Building  and 
Residence  Halls  for  men,  189  prospective  domestics  and  laborers  were 
examined.   Of  these  135  were  men  and  5^  were  women.  The  University 
employees  made  1,529  visits  to  tho  Health  Service  Station. 

V.  Foodhandlers 

During  the  year  132  foodhandlers  **orc  examined  to  determine 
their  physical  fitness  and  disease  carrier  status. 

VI.  Chauffeur  Examinations 

A.  Employees 

A  total  of  120  individuals  requested  chauffeur  examinations 
required  for  driving  University  automobiles.  Of  these,  10S  were  considered 
physically  able  to  drive  without  involving  unusual  risks-  to  themselves 
and  the  public;  5  were  found  to  have  handicaps  which  made  them  an  increased 
liability  in  operating  a  car. 

B.  Student 3 

During  the  year  7  students  requesting  motor  vehicle  permits 
were  examined;  5  were  found  to  be  normal  and  2  had  defects  which  made 
driving  more  hazardous  than  ordinarily.  Fortunately,  most  of  these  ab- 
normalities were  associated  with  vision  and  were  correctible  by  the  use  of 
glasses. 

VII.  Applicants  for  Marriage  Certificates 

Pre-marital  examinations  have  been  available  to  students  since 
the  enactment  of  the  Saltiel  Law.  During  the  year  IS  of  them  received  the 
benefit  of  this  service. 


VIII.  Laboratory  Service 

In  caring  for  students  and  employees,  609U  laboratory  tests 
were  made;  H978  at  the  Health  Service  Station,  as  shown  in  Table  II, 
and  lll6  by  the  State  Branch  Laboratory  at  505  South  Fifth  Street r 
Champaign,  Illinois  (see  page  ll).

FOLLOW-UP 

I.  General 

When  new  students  take  their  physical  examinations,  a  brief 
summary  of  the  abnormal  findings,  if  any,  is  made  on  their  cards.  Sub- 
sequently, they  are  recalled  for  conferences  concerning  the  defects 
discovered,  and  are  given  advice  regarding  such  correction  or  alleviation 
as  may  be  possible.  This  latter  phase  of  "follow  up"  was  greatly  restricted 
during  the  year  because  of  the  reduction  in  the  medical  staff  of  the  Health 
Service  and  the  number  of  military  trainee*  who  had  to  be  given  sick 
call. 

II.  Albuminuria 

A  total  of  6l  new  students  examined  on  matriculation  in 
19^-^5  were  found  to  have  albuminuria.   Repeated  examinations  showed  the 
condition  to  be  transient  in  each  instance. 

III.  Heart  Disease 

Of  the  U9IO  students  examined,  67  were  found  to  have  cardiac 
abnormalities.  These  have  been  kept  under  observation,  have  been 


5 
repeatedly  examined,  and  have  been  excused  from  physical  education  where 
the  condition  was  marked  or  assigned  to  a  program  of  adapted  exercise  which 
will  protect  them  against  undue  strain. 

IV.  Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  66  students  requested  tuberculin  tests,  of  which 
19  proved  to  be  positive  and  kf   negative.  The  percentage  of  positive 
reactors  is  about  what  should  be  expected  in  a  group  of  the  age, 
environmental  background,  and  composition  of  Illinois  students.  Those 
who  reacted  positively  have  been  urged  to  have  roentgenograms  of  their 
chests  to  establish,  as  far  as  possible,  the  extent  and  nature  of  their 
infection  and  to  have  a  record  for  comparison  with  future  skiagrams. 

A  detailed  history,  a  thorough  physical  examination,  and  a 
"follow-up"  of  suspicious  cases  are  useful  procedures  but  are  not  enough 
to  discover  active  tuberculosis  in  its  minimal  stage.   Only  the  wide  use 
of  the  tuberculin  test  and  X-ray  of  positive  reactors  can  those  with  active 
tuberculosis  in  its  incipiency  be  found  in  the  student  body,  the  greatest 
protection  given  the  University  population,  and  the  best  opportunity 
afforded  to  treat  the  disease  when  its  "arrest"  is  most  likely. 

V.  Mental  Hygiene 

In  addition  to  a  regular  physical  examination,  each  student  fills 
out  a  questionnaire  which  gives  an  insight  into  his  health,  mental  state, 
habits,  and  living  conditions.   It  supplements  his  medical  record  and 
physical  examination,  and  is  an  important  factor  in  determining  his 
emotional  development,  attitude,  and  adjustment. 

Students  found  to  have  difficulty  in  adapting  themselves  to 
the  demands  of  the  University  environment  are  seen  periodically,  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  give  them  all  possible  assistance  in  adjusting 


themselves  to  their  surroundings.  They  are  encouraged  to  enter  into 
forms  of  extra-curricular  activity  which  will  help  them  both  to  find 
themselves  and  to  achieve  satisfaction  in  their  college  life. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  procure  the  part- 
time  service  of  a  well-trained  psychiatrist  who  is  available  to  students 
wishing  to  take  advantage  of  his  expert  advice  on  mental  hygiene  and 
health  problems  associated  with  nervous  and  mental  conditions, 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE 
I.   Students 

The  incidence  of  communicable  disease  in  the  student  body 
showed  an  increase  over  last  year;  the  total  cases  in  19^-^5  were  156, 
and  in  19H3-UU  there  were  83 ♦  Measles,  scarlet  fever  and  Vincent's 
angina  wore  responsible  for  this  rise  in  the  morbidity.

II.  Faculty  and  Civil  Service  Employees

VACCINATIONS  AND  IMMUNIZATIONS 
Typhoid  fever  and  smallpox  vaccines  were  furnished  free  by  the 
State  Department  of  Health.  These  biologicals  were  used  to  immuniBe 
students,  employees,  and  others  who  wished  to  serve  food  on  University 
property.

COOPERATION  WITH  OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 
*•   Military  Science  and  Physical  Education 

A.  Permanent  Classification 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  assign  799  oen  and  ~[$ 
women  to  individual  gymnastics  for  special  training.  Because  of 
marked  physical  abnormalities  or  organic  disease,  students  were 
Classified  as  unable  to  take  either  regular  physical  education  or 
military.  There  were  77  students  permanently  excused  from  military 
because  of  failure  to  meet  the  minimum  physical  standards  of  the  Army. 

B.  Temporary  Excuses 

During  the  year  722  men  and  women  students  were  given  temporary 
deferment  from  military,  physical  education,  or  both;  722  men  from 
military  only;  69  men  and  217  women  from  physical  education  only.  They 
had  undergone  recent  operations,  or  had  lost  so  much  time  on  account  of 
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illness  that  they  could  not  satisfactorily  complete  the  work  for  the 
semester. 

Students  suffering  from  certain  forms  of  dermatitis, 
sinusitis,  infection  of  the  middle  ear,  or  perforation  of  the  ear 
drum  were  transferred  from  swimming  to  forms  of  exercise  less  likely  to 
aggravate  their  condition.  A  total  of  9^0  recommendations  were  made 
to  change  students  from  one  type  of  physical  education  to  another  or  for 
modification  of  the  exercise  they  were  taking. 

INSTRUCTION  IN  HYGIENE 

Compilation  of  the  results  of  1,079  questionnaires  filled  out 
by  freshmen  registered  in  Hygiene  1,  2,  and  5  revealed  that  only  6l 
teachers  in  hygiene  in  high  schools  attended  "by  those  students,  gave  full- 
time  instruction  in  health  education.   The  greater  percentage  taught 
the  subject  as  a  "side  line".   The  State  of  Illinois  is  still  far  behind 
in  having  its  teaching  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  of  a  quality  comparable 
to  their  importance  to  the  individual,  to  his  community,  and  to  the 
State. 

The  survey  (see  Appendix  H  )  reveals,  furthermore,  that 
students  who  do  not  attend  college  do  not  receive  sufficient  training 
in  high  schools  in  personal  health,  nutrition,  sanitation,  the  control 
of  communicable  disease,  and  healthful  living  to  meet  intelligently  the 
demands  of  our  highly  complex  society.  The  seriousness  of  this  situation 
becomes  apparent  when  we  recall  that  25  per  cent  of  18-year-old  men  are 
rejected  for  general  military  service.  About  }0   per  cent  of  those 
graduating  from  high  school  attend  institutions  of  higher  learning,  and 
that  science  can  only  be  applied  to  the  general  welfare  in  a  democracy 
by  support  of  the  people.  This  educational  deficiency  assumes  the  aspects 
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of  a  menace  in  a  chaotic  world  of  rapid  transportation,  shifting  troops, 
campaigns  in  the  tropics,  and  world-wide  travel. 

I.  Proficiency  Examination 

A  total  of  32  students  passed  the  proficiency  test  in  hygiene 
and  received  credit  in  the  subject.  Their  distribution  by  colleges  is 
given  in  Table  k.

II.  Hygiene  2  and  £,  Elementary  Hygiene  and  Sanitation 

In  the  first  semester,  elementary  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  was 
taught  to  11^-U  students,  of  which  335  were  men  and  809  women;  in  the 
second  semestor,  ^5^  ^ea  and  831  women  were  enrolled  in  it.  The  total 
registration  for  both  semesters  in  elementary  Hygiene  and  Sanitation 
was  2U29.  There  *8re  8  sections  the  first  semester  and  6  the  second  for 
men,  and  8  the  first  and  6  the  second  for  women. 

III.  Hygiene  8,  Training  for  Nurses'  Aides 

Another  war-time  course,  Nurses'  Aide,  was  given  during  the 
year.  The  course  was  open  to  women,  and  had  an  enrollment  of  39 
students. 

IV.  Hygiene  10,  For  Coaches  and  Teachers 

The  advanced  course  in  hygiene  for  coaches,  physical  education 
majors,  and  teachers  had  a  total  registration  for  the  year  of  36  students. 
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V.  Hygiene  l6 

A  total  of  U5  students  who  were  enrolled  in  the  Occupational 
Therapy  curriculum  received  instruction  in  Hygiene  16  during  the  past 
academic  year. 

VI.  Hygiene  X3,  Extension  Course 

In  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  the  University  Extension 
Service,  a  correspondence  course  in  Hygiene  has  "been  offered,  which  had 
a  registration  of  35  students.  The  quality  of  work  presented  by  those 
taking  it  is  most  satisfactory.  This  training  should  "better  prepare 
them  to  protect  themselves  and  their  families  and  to  function  more 
intelligently  as  citizens  interested  in  improving  living  conditions  in 
their  community. 

SANITATION 
Immediate  attention  has  "been  given  to  reports  which  have 
been  received  concerning  the  conditions  of  the  swimming  pools  and 
water  supply.  Thn  pools  and  drinking  water  of  the  University  have  been 
well  supervised  by  an  able  Sanitary  Engineer  and  maintained  at  a  high 
level  of  sanitation. 

FIRST  AID  CABINETS 
A  total  of  172  first-aid  cabinets  are  being  maintained  in  the 
various  buildings  on  the  campus.  They  are  much  used  and  are  visit4d  weekly 
or  twice  weekly,  depending  upon  their  location  and  use,  to  replace  supplies 
needed. 

SPECIAL  SERVICE  AT  UNIVERSITY  EVENTS 
It  has  been  customary  for  a  number  of  years  for  members  of  the 
Health  Service  staff  upon  request,  to  attend  certain  University  functions 
in  order  to  render  emergency  medical  treatment,  if  necessary.  This 
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service  is  given  at  the  Electrical  Engineering  Show,  the  Physical 
Education  Tounaments,  Faro  and  Home  Week  Programs,  Commencement  Exercises, 
and  certain  sport  events. 

In  cooperation  with  other  departments,  the  offices  of  the 
Health  Service  wore  also  made  available  in  emergencies  to  guests  of  the 
University.  Its  facilities  were  offered  to  those  attending  Faro  and 
Home  Week,  M-H  Club  Conventions,  and  short  courses  given  by  the  University. 

STATE  LABORATORY  SERVICE 
As  a  part  of  the  routine  work  of  the  Health  Service,  various 
laboratory  services  wore  given  students  and  Civil  Service  employees.   In 
many  instances  these  tests  were  essential  either  in  making  effective  the 
regulations  of  the  University  concerning  foodhandlers  or  in  diagnosing  and 
controlling  communicable  disease.  The  bacteriological  tests  recorded 
below  were  made  by  the  Branch  Laboratory  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  on 
specimens  submitted  by  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Health  Service. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  it.

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REQUESTS  FOR  INFORMATION 

A  total  of  110  citizens  of  the  State  have  requested  informa- 
tion on  various  aspects  of  public  health.  Requests  were  also  received 
for  reprints  of  articles  "by  members  of  the  Department  and  for  copies 
of  forms  used  "by  the  Health  Service.   Quest ionn?  ires  from  numerous  sources 
have  "been  many,  varied,  and  often  quite  coijprehensive.  This  form  of 
survey  seems  to  he  increasing  in  popularity  and  in  the  demands  it  makes 
upon  the  time  of  those  requested  to  fill  them  out. 

THE  GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  AND  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE 
The  Medical  staff  of  the  Health  Service  has  had  the  most 
helpful  cooperation  of  local  and  family  physicians  in  caring  for  students. 
A  total  of  213  letters  have  "been  received  concerning  the  physical  condi- 
tions of  students  who  are  or  have  been  patients  of  these  doctors. 

HOSPITALIZATION 

The  number  of  students  admitted  to  local  hospitals  during 
the  academic  year  was  1,91^-   Of  this  number,  l,6l3  were  sent  to  the 
hospital  by  local  doctors,  and  301  went  directly  from  the  Health  Service 
Station.  The  3^1  wno  were  sent  to  the  Hospitals  from  the  Health  Service 
Station  chose  51  different  doctors  to  attend  them. 

Sickness  insurance  was  available  to  all  students  during  19*44-1+5 
to  cover  both  medical  and  hospital  care,  as  a  result  of  its  cost  being 
made  a  regular  University  fee. 
I.   The  Student  Body 

Tho  facilities  of  the  McKinley  Hospital  are  a  great  insurance 
for  the  student  body.  A  total  of  l,6l3  students  were  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  for  6,222  days,  an  average  of  3*^5  days  per  patient. 
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13 
Of  all  the  students  hospitalized,  93«5  P^r  cent  were  admitted 
to  McKinley  Hospital  and  only  6.5  per  cent  to  other  hospitals. 

From  Table  6,  it  will  be  seen  that  ksk   students  were  admitted 
to  the  McKinley  for  communicable  disease  and  remained  for  a  total  of 
1,882  days  or  an  average  stay  of  J>.8h   days  per  patient.  The  common  cold 
caused  about  two-thirds  of  the  cases  and  nearly  92  per  cent  of  the 
hospital  days.   Scarlet  fever  was  second  in  incidence  with  l6  cases  and 
32U  patient  days.  There  wore  9  cases  of  measles  with  a  tdfal  of  159 
hospital  days.  Four  students  were  admitted  because  of  influenza  and 
remained  a  total  of  f   days  for  an  average  of  1.8  days  per  case.

II.   Civil  Service  Employees 

During  the  year,  University  employees  suffered  249  accidents 
in  the  line  of  duty.   It  was  necessary  to  have  yi   roentgenograms  made 
in  order  to  determine  the  presence  or  absence  of  bone  injury.  Of  those 
injured  205  required  only  minor  surgical  attention  and  kk   were  referred 
to  outside  surgeons  or  specialists  for  prolonged  treatment.   It  was 
necessary  to  hospitalize  9  employees  for  a  total  of  29  days,  or  an  average 
of  3*22  days  per  patient.

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III.  Local  Ho8pitals 

There  were  37  students  admitted  to  the  Morcy  Hospital  for  a 
total  of  193  d*ys»  aa  »v«rago  stay  of  5*21;  to  the  Burnham  Hospital 
85  for  ^30  days  or  5»06  P©r  student.  Students  who  enter  the  local 
hospitals  usually  do  so  for  surgical  treatment  and,  therefore,  remain 
longer  on  the  average  than  in  the  McKinley  Hospital.
